ANNUAL  REPORT,  1966 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1966.  The  Report  has  been  prepared  and  compiled  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67  of  the  11th  January,  1967. 

There  were  1,150  live  births  during  the  year,  9 less  than  in  1965,  which 
represents  a Birth  Rate  of  21.11  per  thousand  of  the  population.  For  comparison 
purposes  the  Birth  Rate  Figure  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  over  the 
same  period  was  17.7. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  i.e.  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  per 
thousand  live  births,  was  6.08  compared  with  the  figure  of  18.9  for  England  and 
Wales. 

There  were  462  deaths  during  the  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  8.48  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  11.7. 

During  the  year  fourteen  investigations  were  made  into  applications  for 
housing  priority  on  medical  grounds,  and  were  the  subject  of  special  reports  to 
the  Housing  Management  Committee. 

There  were  144  medical  examinations  carried  out  during  the  year  on 
Borough  employees  for  the  purposes  of  the  Superannuation  Scheme.  There  were 
also  13  blood  tests  on  employees  in  the  Water  Department  whose  work  on  water 
mains  brings  them  into  close  association  with  the  town’s  water  supplies. 

Authentication  of  International  Vaccination  Certificates  against  Smallpox 
by  my  Department  showed  an  increase  during  the  year  from  1,347  in  1965  to 
a total  of  4,165  in  1966. 

This  enormous  increase  in  these  Certificates  reflects  the  increasing  demand 
being  made  by  foreign  countries  throughout  the  world  for  evidence  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  in  the  case  of  travellers  proceeding  abroad.  This  in  itself  is  a 
very  wise  precaution,  particularly  where  air  travel  is  concerned,  the  rapidity  of 
which  makes  it  possible  for  persons  to  complete  a journey  to  this  country  from 
an  area  where  smallpox  is  endemic,  well  within  the  incubation  period  of  the 
disease,  thus  an  individual  could  arrive  apparently  quite  well,  but  develop  the 
disease  a few  days  later.  Fortunately,  the  strict  quarantine  arrangements  now  in 
existence  at  our  main  airports,  together  with  the  careful  following  up  of  such 
travellers  arriving  in  this  country  has  for  all  practical  purposes  now  eliminated 
this  danger.  At  the  same  time  however,  it  has  placed  a very  considerable  increase 
of  clerical  work  on  the  staffs  of  all  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 
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As  on  previous  occasions,  I would  like  to  thank  all  those  Chief  Officers  who 
have  contributed  to  this  Report,  and  I am  specially  grateful  to  Mr.  R.  F.  Wynn, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  his  Deputy  Mr.  N.  T.  Hudson,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.

Health  'Visitors 

There  are  six  Health  Visitors  based  at  the  Essex  County  Health  Services 
Clinic,  Coval  Lane,  Chelmsford,  two  at  Essex  County  Health  Services  Clinic, 
Melbourne  Avenue,  two  at  Springfield  Green  Clinic,  and  four  at  the  Essex 
County  Health  Services  CUnic,  Moulsham  Lodge  Estate.  These  ladies  are 
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Public  Health  Nurses  whose  duties  consist  in  attending  at  various  County 
Council  Climes  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  where  they  give  advice  as  Health 
Teachers,  with  an  expert  knowledge  of  the  care  of  young  children.  They  also 
carry  out  health  work  in  the  schools  as  School  Nurses.  The  most  important  part 
of  a Health  Visitor’s  work,  however,  consists  in  visiting  the  homes  of  the  people, 
where  she  gives  advice  on  health  matters  concerning  the  family  as  a whole.  She 
can  also  form  a most  important  connecting  link  between  the  family  and  the 
facilities  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  General  Practitioner 
Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.

Physically  H.andicapped  Persons 

As  indicated  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Essex  Association  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Physically  Handicapped  has  now  been  established,  and  is  operating  from 
80,  Broomfield  Road,  Chelmsford  (Telephone  No.  Chelmsford  57309),  where 
application  can  be  made  by  physically  handicapped  persons  requiring  assistance. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

The  Rest  Room  in  Legg  Street,  Chelmsford,  has  now  been  replaced  by  a 
Welfare  Centre  at  17,  Cottage  Place,  Chelmsford,  and  is  open  daily  from  10  a.m. 
to  4.30  p.m.  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  is  available  for  all  the  “ over  sixties.”  The 
Centre  is  staffed  entirely  by  voluntary  help.  Light  refreshments  are  provided 
and  a light  luncheon  is  served  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  It  is  used  by  old  people 
from  the  country  while  waiting  for  buses;  friends  arrange  to  meet  there : and 
there  are  cards  and  dominoes.  Daily  papers  and  periodicals  are  provided,  also 
facilities  for  writing. 

Every  two  weeks  there  is  a bus  which  collects  all  the  housebound  old  people 
who  are  taken  to  St.  Andrews  Hall,  Boarded  Barns  for  tea  and  entertainment, 
and  at  Christmas  time  a party  is  given  for  the  Old  People,  where  everything  is 
cooked  and  served  by  member  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Council.  Transport 
is  provided  by  the  Rotary  Club.  Grant  aided  holidays  are  also  being  arranged 
for  Old  People  in  Chelmsford  and  the  Rural  Distort. 

During  the  year  the  Borough  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council  have 
given  grants  towards  holidays  for  elderly  people  who  were  in  need  of  one,  and 
who  had  not  had  one  for  over  a year  or  more.  A number  of  old  people  from  the 
Borough  and  Rural  Districts  took  advantage  of  the  scheme,  which  was  organised 
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by  The  Chelmsford  and  District  Welfare  Council’s  Visiting  Sub'Ccanmittee.  A 
grant  is  also  given  by  the  Borough  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  Scheme,  and  this  service  is  still  increasing  considerably. 

There  are  twenty-one  clubs  in  Chelmsford  and  District,  and  there  is  also  a 
Visiting  Sub-Committee  for  those  unable  to  attend  clubs. 

The  Secretary  ot  the  Chelmsford  and  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
mittee was  Mrs.  D.  Chambers,  “ Sherwood,”  Cedar  Avenue,  Chelmsford,  but 
she  has  now  been  replaced  by  Mrs.  Bradford  of  24,  Rainsford  Avenue,  Chelms- 
ford. Telephone  51639. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  quality  of  the  water  has  at  all  times  been  of  a satisfactory  nature  for 
public  supply  purposes. 

During  the  past  year  the  quantity  of  water  available  has  been  sufficient  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  daily  of  the  treated  water  as  it  leaves 
the  Sandford  Mill  Pumping  Station  and  frequent  analyses  are  made  of  the  raw 
water.  Daily  samples  are  also  taken  from  the  Service  Reservoir  and  at  certain 
points  on  the  distribution  system.  These  have  in  all  cases  proved  satisfactory. 

The  watei'  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

No  contamination  has  occurred  after  treatment. 

All  properties  within  the  area  of  supply  have  mains  supply  direct  to  the 
house. 

Supply  by  means  of  standpipes — Nil. 

Swimming  Pool,  Waterloo  Lane,  Chelmsford 

The  Pool  is  of  the  unheated  open  type  and  is  145  feet  long,  95  feet  wide, 
and  its  depth  varies  from  3 feet  to  6 feet.  Water  for  filling  the  pool  and  topping 
up  is  drawn  from  the  river  Chelmer  via  a well-type  catchpit.  The  treatment 
plant  comprises  chlorinator,  soda  ash,  dosing  plant  and  slow  sand  filter  and  the 
pool  water  is  continuously  circulated  with  full  treatment.  The  treatment  plant 
produces  a water  which  is  clear  and  bright,  of  satisfactory  pH  value  carrying 
an  adequate  residium  of  free-chlorine  and  of  excellent  bacterial  quality.  Tests  of 
the  pH  value  and  residual  chlorine  content  of  the  water  are  carried  out 
throughout  the  day  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  are  carried  out 
during  the  swimming  season.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1966 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Chelmsford  Borough  Council 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  fallowing  report  on  work  carried  out 
during  1966. 

My  first  report  to  the  Council  was  for  the  year  1937  and  it  was  in  that 
year  the  staff  moved  into  a new  building  in  Ckwal  Lane  which  provided  adequate 
accommodation  for  my  staff  of  that  time,  but  in  1959  a move  to  two  old  cottages 
in  West  Road  was  made  as  a temporary  measure  only,  for  the  period  of  building 
a new  Civic  Centre  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in 
Coval  Lane.  The  Civic  Centre  was  completed  but  work  on  the  PubHc  Health 
Department  postponed  and  because  of  dampness  and  other  unsatisfactory  features 
a move  was  made  in  1962  to  temporary  Terrapin  buildings  in  Burgess  Well 
Road  which  today  liouse  the  department,  thus  creating  the  ironical  situation  of 
a Public  Health  Department  being  housed  in  the  poorest  and  unhealthiest 
accommodation  of  the  Chelmsford  Borough  Council. 

In  spite  of  the  hardships  created  by  the  above-mentioned  conditions  the 
staff  are  loyal  and  hardworking. 

Last  year  I reported  the  opening  of  a new  privately  owned  abattoir  and 
details  of  meat  inspection  duties  are  referred  to  on  page  29  which  represents 
100  per  cent,  meat  inspection  service  in  the  Borough.  This  year  the  meat  factory 
attached  to  the  abattoir  has  been  put  into  operation. 

Much  time  is  devoted  to  housing,  i.e.  repair,  reconditioning.  Closing  Orders, 
Demolition  Orders  and  Clearance  Areas.  A new  Clearance  Area  programme 
has  been  approved  by  the  Council,  this  comprises  186  houses  to  be  dealt  with 
within  4 years.  At  the  same  time  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  1967  will  see  the 
completion  of  demolition  of  all  the  456  houses  included  in  the  previous  eight 
year  programme. 

So  far  under  the  provisions  of  Housing  Act,  1964,  section  19,  only  seven 
representations  have  been  received  asking  for  improvements. 

More  attention  is  being  given  to  noise  nuisances  such  as  factory  noise,  ice- 
cream vendors,  dogr  and  pneumatic  drills.  On  the  latter,  letters  are  being 
addressed  to  Contractors  using  such  machines  in  the  town  as  I see  no  reason 
why  this  noise  should  not  be  reduced  considerably  by  the  use  of  readily 
available  efficient  appliances. 

It  is  considered  worthwhile  to  continue  health  education  in  the  form  of 
talks  and  lectures  to  both  the  Public  and  Traders  especially  in  relation  to  food 
hygiene  where  in  spite  of  considerable  overall  improvements,  pressure  is  con- 
stantly necessary  to  maintain  deardiness. 
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I would  commend  a system  of  grading  of  premises,  such  grade  to  be 
displayed,  as  is  the  requirement  for  food  premises  in  America.  In  addition,  it  is 
obvious  that  many  of  the  staff  employed  in  the  industry  are  in  need  of  training. 

This  annual  report  merely  features  facets  of  the  departments’  work,  but  to 
those  of  us  engaged  in  Public  Health  work  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  there  is 
much  to  be  done  in  all  spheres  and  your  staff  are  at  all  times  under  pressure  of 
work  from  constantly  increasing  legislation  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
papulation  of  Chelmsford. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Ihiblic  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  to  Dr.  Miller-Wood  for  his  help 
and  co-operation  at  all  times.

Bacteriological  Examination  and  Analysis 

The  following  samples  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  all  unsatisfactory  results  have  been  investigated. 

From  97  samples  of  ice-creams  and  iced-lollies  9 were  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory. The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  either  from  a continuous  extruder 
or  from  a bulk  container.  Advice  on  cleaning  methods  was  given  in  each  case 
and  following  up  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  of  swimming  pool  waters  were  from  three 
different  schools.  Water  purification  methods  were  not  satisfactory.  Improvements 
were  immediately  affected  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  only  unsatisfactory  milk  sample  was  from  a cafe  milk  machine. 
Thorough  cleaning  of  the  milk  machine  resulted  in  satisfactory  samples.

Details  of  samples  tested  or  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Analysts 

for  Chelmsford  Borough  during  the  period  1st  January,  1966,  to  31st  December, 

1966,  are  given  on  the  following  page. 

The  C2  samples  of  milk  contained  an 

average 

of  4.15%  butter  fat  and 

8.8%  solids  non'fat,  these  being  well  above  the  statutory  standards. 
Three  manufacturers  of  pork  sausages  failed  to  display  notices 

declaring 

that  their  product  contained  preservatives. 

Washed  potatoes,  contained  in  a plastic  bag,  showed  B.  Coli  organisms  to 
be  present  and  were  considered  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Sample  of  Pork  Sausage  Meat  considered  to  be  33%  deficient  in  meat  of 
the  amount  proper  to  pork  sausage  meat. 

Samples  of  English  Carrots  and  Potatoes  submitted  for  analysis  under 
Pesticides  in  Food  Survey.  Both  samples  found  to  be  “ satisfactorily  free  from 
Pesticides  Residues.” 

An  unopened  can  of  mineral  water,  submitted  for  analysis  following  com- 
plaints  of  unusual  flavour  and  cloudiness  in  similar  cans,  confirmed  cloudiness 
was  due  to  a suspension  of  yeast  cells.  This  had  undoubtedly  given  rise  to  com' 
plaints  both  as  to  appearance  and  flavour. 

Examination  of  slice  of  bread  showed  presence  of  brownish  fibrous  mass 
embedded  in  the  cut  surface  and  to  consist  of  a fragment  of  coarse  cotton  fabric, 
oily  and  with  traces  of  charred  dough  adhering  to  it.  The  fabric  contained 
approximately  10%  of  oil  which  was  mainly  mineral  oil. 

Each  case  was  thoroughly  investigated  and  the  traders  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  products.

Every  complaint  received  thorough  investigation.  Legal  prt>ceedings  were 
instituted  against  the  manufacturer  of  a loaf  of  bread  containing  a piece  of 
string.  A fine  of  £15  plus  costs  of  £5  5s.  Od.  were  made  in  this  case. 

In  the  case  of  a piece  of  metal  rod  found  embedded  in  a bread  roll,  prO' 
ceedings  were  instituted  against  the  manufacturers  who  were  fined  £25  with 
£5  5s.  Od.  costs. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  retailer  of  a mouldy  Cornish 
pasty.  A fine  of  £3  and  £1  Is.  Od.  costs  were  imposed  in  this  case. 
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Meat  Inspection 

This  is  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  new  private  slaughterhouse  at  Widford 
has  been  in  operation.  In  addition  there  are  a further  two  privately  owned 
slaughterhouses  in  operation.  The  increase  of  16,000  animals  slaughtered  and 
examined  <s  due  mainly  to  the  operation  of  the  new  slaughterhouse.  With  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  authorised  Meat  Inspector  who  commenced  duties 
in  December,  this  will  allow  for  the  continuation  of  100%  Meat  inspection 
without  impairing  other  necessary  duties. 

It  will  be  seen  that  4 cattle  were  affected  with  tuberculosis  each  only  to  a 
slight  degree.  On  each  occasion  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  notified  in  order  that  the  source  may  be 
traced.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  pigs  remains  about  the  same  and  continues 
to  be  chiefly  confined  to  the  head  glands. 

It  is  interesting  and  somewhat  disconcerting  to  note  that  the  incidence  of 
cycticercus  bovis  has  increased.  In  1965  only  2 carcases  were  affected  with  this 
parasite.  Strict  control  of  carcase  freezing  is  adhered  to  following  the  finding  of 
these  cysts. 

A considerable  number  of  pigs  have  been  found  to  be  affected  with  tail 
abscesses.  On  each  occasion  the  carcase  is  split  and  several  whole  carcases  have 
had  to  be  rejected  due  to  multiple  abscesses.  Very  careful  examination  is  called 
for  in  these  cases  and  I hope  that  the  cause  will  be  quickly  traced  and  eliminated. 

All  unfit  meat  is  disposed  of  in  the  manner  required  by  the  appropriate 
Regulations,  the  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  58,341  lbs. 

The  following  carcases  were  examined  at  the  three  slaughterhouses;  124 
Cows,  6,848  Cattle,  159  Calves,  17,764  Sheep,  23,355  Pigs,  making  a total 
number  of  48,250  compared  with  32,254  in  1965.
